Warns Against 
Panicky Buying 
Paul Sifton, acting director of 
the consumers’ counsel, a govern­ 
ment agency established to 
pro­ 
tect 
bituminous coal 
users, said 
that "it. is extremely im portant to 
get this coal moved this summer. 
If consumers do not buy now they 
may be in trouble later.” 
“‘Purchasing and storing of sub­ 
stantial tonnages during the sum­ 
mer will lighten

next September”, the counsel said. 
“Summer buying and storage of 
coal Is advocated as a direct and

“‘panicky buying at high 
prices", 
saying reports had been received 
of price jumps up to 35 and 40 
cents a ton in some eastern fields.

I n a statement accompanying 
the appeal Leon Henderson, price 
administrator, said: 
"Every coal 
consumer who has 
the storage space and the money 
can do his bit for the nation by 
ordering and taking delivery dur­ 
ing the summer months. 
Orders 
should be placed now and delivery 
taken as soon n.s producers, dis­ 
tributors and retailers can move 
the coal. 
Threatened shortages 
were 
re­ 
ported most likely in the east and 
some portions of tile middle west. 
The appeal to 
coal 
consumers 
will be emphasized, the counsel a n ­ 
nounced, by press, radio, pasters 
and the co-operation of local de­ 
fense councils, coal distributors and 
retailers in a concerted drive to 
move the maximum amount of coal 
before winter. 
The announcement 
emphasized 
that coal may be bought now in 
many regions at "summer prices” 
and Sifton said the counsel had 
petitioned the 
Bituminous

modify 
m ini­ 
mum prices for all districts allow­ 
ing summer discounts.

“T he bill could be re-drafted to 
trim down the wide authority but 
to perm it the governm ent to stop 
hoarding of needed defense m a­ 
terials. G uarantees should be pro­ 
vided. too, against 
the 
seizure of 
certain types of property. A m an 
.should be given assurance th a t the 
governm ent will not take his home, 
for exam p'e,” he declared. 
U nder the 
existing 
legislation, 
owners of seized property would be 
paid 
such 
com pensation 
as “the 
President shall determ ine to be fair 
and just.” T here was some opposi­ 
tion to th is provision, and oppo­ 
nents discussed the possibility of 
giving the courts au th o rity to de­ 
term ine com pensation. 
Even lf the pending bill Is d ras­ 
tically revised by the senate m ili­ 
tary com m ittee, which will start 
hearings W ednesday, it was ap p ar­ 
ent it still would encounter opposi­ 
tion on th e senate floor.
